ax evasion. 

Schwimmer said the $10,000 
epresented a legal fee. The in- 
lictment charged that the 
noney was a fund “to bribe 
ind corrupt public officials.”

John T. Barker, a Kansas City 
ittorney, told reporters records 
how that his client, Tom L.

Eisenhower at his office here, 
Hall told reporters he was “very 
much encouraged” about the 
prospects that the President 
again will head the G.O.P, 
ticket. 


Hall came away from the 45- 
minute meeting with the strong- 
est hint thus far that Mr. Eisen- 
hower will run again, and that 
Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon will have the second spot 
on the ticket. 

However, Hall emphasized 
that he was expressing only his 
own opinion, based on impres- 
sions he gained at the meeting. 
He said he received no indica- 
tion, “either directly or indi- 
rectly,” from the President him- 
self on his intentions. 

“He didn’t say yes, and he 
didn’t say no,” Hall said.. 

But, added the chairman, “so 
far as I am concerned, there is 
no other candidate.” 

trong Boost for Nixen. 

Hall gave Nixon the strongest 
boost the Vice President has 
received to date as Mr. Ejisen- 
hower’s running mate in 1956. 

Asked if he thought Nixon 
would be the Republican vice 
presidential candidate again, 
Hall replied: “My answer to 
that would be yes.” 

The chairman predicted a 
sweeping Republican victory in 
1956 if Mr. Eisenhower runs 
again. 

The Democrats, he said, will 
not carry even the nine states 
won by Adlai E. Stevenson in 
1952. He predicted an Eisen- 
hower-Nixon ticket again would 
crack the  traditionally-Demo- 
cratic South, as it did three 
years ago. 

Asked if he thought the Re- 
publicans were as strong in the 
South now as in 1952, Hall said: 
“No doubt about it. We are 
stronger.” G.O.P. organizations 
in southern states are now “go- 
ing concerns,” he added, ~ 

Hall sharply criticized recent 
statements on foreign policy by 
Gov. Averell Harriman of New 
York and indicated he thought 
Harriman might well be the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee. 
“Running Pretty Well.” 

When a reporter asked if he 
thought Harriman would get 
the Democratic nomination, 
Hall answered: “Well, he is 
running pretty well.” 

He said foreign policy, which 
Mr. Eisenhower wants kept out 
of the 1956 campaign, would be 
a political issue “if we have 
people like Harriman running 
around.” 

The New York governor re- 
cently joined Stevenson in 
criticizing the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration’s conduct of for- 
eign affairs. Later, Mr. Eisen- 
hower indorsed a statement by 
Senator Walter F. George 
(Dem.), Georgia, who said for- 
eign policy should be non- 
partisan, no matter which party 
wins in 1956. 

Hall had not seen Mr. Eisen- 
hower since before his Sept. 24 
heart attack. On Sept. 10, the 
chairman and the heads of the 
48 G.O.P. organizations met 
with Mr. Eisenhower at a break- 
fast in Denver. 

At that time, the Chief Exec- 
utive said party leaders should 
not pin all their hopes for 1956 
on one man and should concen- 
trate on bringing younger peo- 
ple into the Republican fold.

Kinney stock dropped nearly 
$12 a share today on the New 
York Stock Exchange and 
Brown stock rose almost $5 
after the restraining order was 
granted, 

The suit, filed under the anti- 
trust laws, seeks to prevent 
Brown’s corpurate acquisition of 
the Kinney firm, scheduled to 
take place Thursday if two- 
thirds of the stockholders of 
both companies vote favorably 
on the proposal. 


Brown is a manufacturer and 
distributor of men’s, women’s 
and children’s shoes and that 
prior to 1951 it did not operate 
any retail outlets. Since then, 
the petition stated, the company 
has acquired 370 retail shoe 
outlets and established 100 
more. It is the second largest 
manufacturer of shoes in the 
United States. 


The Kinney company manu- 
factures and sells shoes from 
four factories and owns or 
leases 360 retail stores. It is the 
ninth largest seller of shoes in 
the country. 

Combined dollar volume of 
business of the two firms dur- 
ing 1954 was in excess of $185,- 
000,000, the petition said. If the 
companies are allowed to merge, 
Brownell pointed out, Brown 
Shoe Co. would become the 
second largest seller as well as 
manufacturer of shoes. 

Sixty-seven per cent of the 
retail] store business of Kinney 
is with other manufacturers’ 
shoes. The petition said these 
manufacturers may lose their 
retail outlets if the firms merge. 

The Government alleged that 
acquisition of the Kinney firm 
by Brown will violate the Clay- 
ton Act and “may substantially 
lessen competition or tend to 
create a monopoly.” Brownell 
said actual and potential com- 
petition between Brown and 
Kinney may be eliminated and 
that Brown's competitive ad- 
vantage over other producers, 
distributors and sellers of shoes 
“may be enhanced.”

Holmes Baldridge, who spent

long as the largest car manu- 
facturer operates the largest of 
the automobile financing com- 
panies. 


Baldridge conducted years of 
anti-trust litigation against G.M. 
and G.M.A.C. He said he felt 
then and still feels that Gen- 
eral Motors should be required 
to divest its control of the fi- 
nance company. 

Baldridge conceded, however, 
that he and other Justice De- 
partment attorneys did not feel 
they had sufficient evidence to 
convince a federal court that 
this should be done. 

Baldridge testified before the 
Senate’s Anti-trust and Monop- 
oly subcommittee, which is 
studying various phases of 
General Motors operations. 


Low-Interest Loans. 


As\ the hearing got under 
way, Senator Joseph C. O’Ma- 
honey (Dem.), Wyoming, said 
the major auto companies are 
now able to borrow money at 
interest rates competitive with 
the Government.

Press Deplores Behavior of Bulganin, 
* Khrushchev in India—Would Cancel 
London Visit in Spring. 


LONDON, Nov. 28 (UP)— 
British newspapers urged the 
government today to cancel the 
visit of the junketing Russian 
leaders to Britain next spring 
until the Russians “learn how 
to act like gentlemen.” 

Dispatches from Ootacamund, 
India, told of Soviet Premier 
Bulganin and Communist party 
leader Nikita Khrushchev chal- 
lenging each other to climb a 
50-foot betelnut tree and of 
being garlanded with flowers 
by a squad of temple elephants. 

However, most of the British 
indignation concerned the blunt 
speeches made by both Bul- 
ganin and Khrushchev on their 
Indian visit. The outburst of 
indignation from the generally 
patient British press seemed to 
foretell a new policy of “get 
tough with Russia.” 

The Times of London, which 
generally reflects government 
thinking, charged that Khrush- 
chev has “shamefully” betrayed 
“the elementary rules of hospi- 
tality” in India. 

The Daily Mail demanded 
bluntly that Khrushchev should 
“curb his tongue” and pointed 
to his “whopping He” that Brit- 
ain, France and the United 
States started World War II by 
sending Hitler’s troops against 
Russia. 

“After that Bulganin ahd 
Khrushchev might still be will- 
ing to come here with their 
false smiles,” the Daily Mail 
said. “But how could we wel- 
come them with a good heart?” 

The Daily Telegraph won- 
dered whom the Russians would 
attack in Britain if they use 
their visit to India to attack 
Britain. 

“If the Russians speak in 
similar terms of the United 
States, for example, when they 
are in London, it is to be hoped 
that Sir Anthony Eden and the 
British press would show less 
toleration,” the Telegraph said.

- Where to Store Food 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have read with interest George 
H. Hall’s recent article, “Farm Sur- 
plus Piles Up.” 

For the past year, I have been 
corresponding with the President, 
members of his staff, congressional 
leaders and others, on the subject 
of providing better subsistence for 
the 12,000,000 families having in- 
comes of less than $3000 a year by 
using some of the surplus foods 
which are costing the Government 
$1,000,000 a day for storage. 

We all know that nothing can be 
done in this matter, unless Congress 
enacts the necessary laws to permit 
a greater distribution of surplus 
foods. 

Of the’ 41,000,000 families in the 
United States as of 1952, 3,500,000 
had incomes of less than $1000 a 
year, 4,400,000 had incomes of less 
than $2000 and 5,800,000 had in- 
comes of less than $3000. There is 
evidence before the House Commit- 
tee on Agriculture that the first 
group can spend approximately $12 
a week for food, the second group 
$17 and the third but $22. 


I have been suggesting that the 
Department of Agriculture and the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare get together and pre- 
pare a formula for distributing sur- 
plus foods so as to provide additional 
food at the rate of $3, $4 or $5 a 
week. The probable cost of process- 
ing and packaging this food also 
would have to be considered. 

The only legislation enacted by 
Congress at its last session was to 
authorize the expenditure of $15.,- 
000,000 a year for two years to turn 
wheat into flour and corn into corn- 
meéal, to be distributed principally 
in the localities where there ts much 
unemployment. 

The processors and distributors of 
food are objecting to any further 
acts of Congress to distribute large 
portions of surplus foods fearing 
that this would interfere with the 
eeonomy of the nation. 

There is no particular group or 
individual doing any lobbying for 
the poor people. 

@everal bills have been introduced 
by members of the House and Sen- 
ate. Senator Ellender, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Agricul- 
ture, seems to be kindly disposed to 
some action. What he and his com- 
mittee will recommend now as a 
result of their tour of the West and 
Middlewest, I do not know. But 
somebody ought to be looking after 
the interests of the undernourished 
and their children.

So said President Kisenhower in his State of 
the Union message of last Jan. 7. Then he pro- 
posed the White House Conference on Educa- 
tion which has opened in Washington. And it is 
fairly safe to say that very similar words will 
sum up the conclusions of the 1800 people at- 
tending the sessions. 

The conference has been organized in a man- 


‘ ner which precliides general debate or voting 


on any specific proposals. Already it is being 
called a “game of musical chairs” because the 
delegates will be seated ‘at 180 tables, the chair- 
man of each table moving on to a smaller group, 
until in the end two chairmen will be left to 
draw up the conference report. For ingenuity, 
this arrangement gets an “A.” How it can be 
graded for effectiveness is a different matter. 
. “ a 

Also under criticism is the general nature of 
the questions as to educational policies and 
needs to be discussed at the various tables. 
When the President proposed this conference— 
and the state conferences which preceded it— 
many school people pointed out that the na- 
tion’s educational needs were already well known. 
Future school population figures are about as 
well established as they can be before actual 
enrollment. 

Thus the Fund for the Advancement of Edu- 
cation states that elementary school enrollments 
in 1960 will be 28 per cent greater than in 1954 
or about 34,000,000. High school enrollments are 
expected to be about 12,000,000 by 1969, an in- 
crease of 70 per cent. And the present college 
population of about 2,500,000 will be at least 
twice as high by 1970. 

At least 46,000 additional teachers will be 
needed each year to meet these increases. Yet, 
considering those who leave the field each year, 
perhaps three times that many will have to be 
recruited annually. This would call. for half of 
our college graduates each year—an impossible 
expectation. So new methods of teaching prob- 
ably must be found. Building needs can be just 
as readily inferred from the figures on our 
growing school population. The White House 
Conference may change these findings in detail. 
If it does, will its figures be more reliable tha 
those already available? ; 

. ° * 

With the background essentially the same as 
it was a year ago, the real issue also will be 
what it was then: federal aid. As the President 
said, schools should be as much as possible 
under local control, despite limits on local tax 
resources. Yet such control is not necessarily 
sacrificed by accepting funds from non-local 
sources. With a proper reservation against fed- 
eral control, money from Washington would not 
change policies or programs. 

So it was widely argued last January that 
the Administration program added up to little 
more than a year’s delay in acceptance of a 
share of responsibility for schooling essential to 
democracy. Some educators said bitterly that 
the conference program was depriving thousands 
and thousands of children of a year of schooling 
—a year never to be regained. 

The White House Conference cannot bring 
back that year. And it is not likely, under the 
circumstances, to produce a fgderal aid program 
other than one which may be handed to it. Yet 
those 1800 people gathered in Washington this 
week may make one impression of vital im- 
portance. They may convince the Government, 
as it was not convinced a year ago, that it must 
extend substantial and prompt help to the 
schools.

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Mr. Hocker’s Good Work 

Lon Hocker of St. Louis accepted appointment 
last July as chief counsel of the Senate Judi- 
ciary subcommittee for only a few months. As it 
soon will be two months since Mr. Hocker, a 
former president of the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion, was elected head of the Missouri Insurance 
Co., it is wholly understandable that he should 
want to assume his hew business responsibilities. 

In leaving the Hennings subcommittee’s in- 
vestigation of the erosion of civil rights under 
the impact of the security program and other 
forces, Mr. Hocker has the satisfaction of know- 
ing that there has been a noticeable improve- 
ment in the civil rights climate. Currently 
there is a new respect for the Bill of Rights as 
recent court decisions and officials acts indicate. 

Mr. Hocker has contributed to that improve- 
ment and it is to be hoped that the good work 
will continue until the current willingness to 
trample the constitutional rights of citizens is 
completely behind us. 
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Pine Lawn Pulls the Plug 

Pine Lawn has finally decided to pull the 
plug’oen an unnecessary bottleneck in Natural 
Bridge road by prohibiting parking on alternate 
sides of that tremendously busy thoroughfare 
in rush hours. 

Fine! This will help speed traffic through 
that community, and perhaps even ease some 
of the frustrations that have built up in drivers 
attempting to battle their way through this area 
each weekday. 

But the Pine Lawn bottleneck is only one of 
several firmly anchored in indifference in 
county communities lying astride the city-county 
line. The glaring failure of Clayton to prohibit 
parking on the north side of Clayton road in 
the evening is one example. Individual motor- 
ists can probably supply plenty of others. 

As a survey by Post-Dispatch reporters has 
made strikingly clear, outbound rush-hour traffic 
moves reasonably well through St. Louis until 
it hits the county line. Then it grinds to a 
crawl. Moreover, it will continue to crawl until 


the very county motorists who are caught in it 
vent their displeasure in their own city halls. 
In more than one place that is where both 
cause and cure can be found. 
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An Echo of Justice Harlan 

Fifty-nine years ago the first Justice John 
Marshall Harlan anticipated the decision by 
which the Interstate Commeree Commission has 
now ruled out racial segregation on interstate 
busses and trains and in waiting rooms for inter- 
state travelers. 

The 1896 case of Plessy v. Ferguson dealt spe- 
cifically with this issue. Louisiana had passed a 
law ordering Jim Crow cars on railroads. The 
Supreme Court upheld this law in a historie rul- 
ing favoring the “separate but equal” doctrine, 
only recently thoroughly abandoned. But Justice 
Harlan, in dissent, said, “The thin disguise of 
‘equal’ accommodations for passengers in rail- 
road coaches will not mislead anyone.” 

For many years the ICC’s policy was based on 
the majority opinion in Plessy. The first real 
dent in the theory that separate passenger ac- 
commodations were or could be really equal 
came in 1950, when the Supreme Court struck 
down segregation in railroad dining cars. 

Then, of course, came last year’s determining 
high court decision Against racial segregation in 
the public schools. The ICC noted that ruling 
in its new order, and said, “The disadvantage to 
a traveler who is assigned accommodations or 
facilities so designated as to imply his inherent 
inferiority solely because of his race must be 
regarded as unreasonable.” 

Echoes of Justice Harlan! For in that case so 
long ago he had said: 


In the eye of the law, there is in this 
country no superior, dominant ruling class 
of citizens. There is no caste here. Our Con- 
stitution is color-blind, and neither knows 
nor tolerates classes of citizens... . 

It is, therefore, to be regretted that this 
high tribunal, the final expositor of the 
fundamental law of the land, has reached 
the conclusion that it is competent for a 
state to regulate the enjoyment by citizens 
of their civil rights solely upon the basis of 
race. In my opinion, the judgment rendered 
will, in time, prove to be quite as pernicious 
as the decision made by this tribunal in the 
Dred Scott case. 


“In time,” Justice Harlan said. The time was 
59 years, and it proved him right. 
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Not a One-Man Show 

Senator McClellan of Arkansas is chairman 
of the Senate Permanent Investigating subcom- 
mittee. He speaks, therefore, with some authority 
with respect to the closing of the inquiry 
into Hugh W. Cross’s possible conflict of interest 
activity while chairman of the important Inter- 
state Commerce Commission.

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Russia Sets Off Its Biggest One 

The Atomic Energy Commission’s announce- 
ment that Soviet Russia has touched off its larg- 
est nuclear explosion since its atomic program 
began is news that should be heeded. The offi- 
cial comment that it was “the largest thus far” 
is unusual. 

The layman cannot begin to equate the Soviet 
experiment with American progress in the nu- 
clear field. He can only hope that the AEC, the 
military and the Administration are able to 
size the situation up correctly and see that we 
are not falling behind in a race that unfortunate- 
ly seems sure to go on until both sides can arrive 
at some suitable form of modus vivendi. 

Although this news is to be taken gravely 
there is nothing to be gained by going into a 
tizzy over ft:Eirst and foremost, it must be re- 
membered that it would be an act of sheer in- 
sanity for any nation to take the step that would 
launch an atomic war. Second, the pattern of 
any future warfare is still in process of being 
evolved. It is not set and hardened by any means. 
Third, it seems reasonable to assume that the 
United States is well enough informed on. Rus- 
sian progress in the atomic field that it is not 
going to be caught asleep. 

Mere possession of the most powerful hydro- 
gen bomb does not mean that the possessor is 
so far ahead that he has an overwhelming ad- 
vantage that guarantees the winning of any 
war. The aggressor has to be able to drop his 
bomb where he wants it to fall. That is not an 
easy task. That is why Brig. Gen. Thomas R. 
Phillips (Ret.), the Post-Dispatch military ana- 
lyst, wrote last Tuesday: “The electronic race 
between radar and counter-radar is possibly as 
critical in the world today as the race for 
nuclear weapons.” Conceivably, the side with 
the best radar could block or badly hamper the 
opponent trying to drop an H-bomb. 

The new era of the wonder weapons of war 
is not without its benefits. The natural dread 
over being the first to launch such a war—with 
possible retaliation in kind—is a powerful deter- 
rent. Under such conditions it is not too much 
to expect that common sense will take prece- 
dence over something that would be close to the 
suicide of the human race. 
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Eyes on La Prensa 

Buenos Aires informants prédict that the new 
Argentine provisional government will restore 
La Prensa soon to its rightful owners. 

The deposed dictator, Juan Peron, confis- 
cated the once-great newspaper and turned it 
over to the Peronista labor organization. The 
first provisional government following Peron’s 
overthrow failed to do anything about it. Now, 
however, Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, the publisher, 
is returning from exile. And the new govern- 
ment of Gen. Pedro E. Aramburu is expected to 
return the gowepaper to him by decree. 

Argentina’s new Jeadership is pledged to the 
restoration of democracy. What happens te La 
Prensa will test that pledge. The world 
has its eyes on a newspaper that ‘be free.

Retirement Is a Second Chance

Older workers should not be retired solely because of age as 
long as they are still productive, educator says, but should be 
prepared for retirement; it comes as a shock and also chal- 
lenge, both of which can be met by a widening of interest. 


Willis H. Reals, Professor of Adult Education, Washington University, 
in an Address to the Central Division, Missouri Association 
for Social Welfare 


We are growing old—all of us. There 
isn't much choice. Today more of us 
are growing old than at any previous 
time in history. 

Montaigne, the French essayist of the 
Sixteenth century, said that a person 
who reached 40 should be happy in- 
deed, for it was allowed to only a very 
few in a generation. “To die of age, 
is a rare, singular and extraordinary 
death—a favor bestowed on some one 
man in the space of two or three ages.” 


Retirement is a relatively new thing. 
When our people—many self-employed 
—lived in the country most of them 
continued to work, sometimes on a re- 
duced schedule, until their final illness 
and death. 

We need to give a lot more consider- 
ation to retirement and we are begin- 
ning to de it. A whole shelf of books 
has been published about retirement, 
and they come out almost at the rate 
of one a month. Some universities 
and even public schools in their adult 
education programs are giving courses 
on “Planning for Retirement.” 

There are problems for the _ indi- 
vidual, for industry and for the com- 
munity and the public. 


An Income of $75 Per Month 


Most older people experience a sharp 
reduction in income and many have 
none whatever. Nearly 9,000,000 of 
the 13,000,000 sixty-five and over are 
without current earnings. One-half 
million of the 5,500,000 men 65 and 
over had no income whatever; 5 per 
cent had less than $1000. A study 
made of the old-age-survivor-insurance 
beneficiaries showed only 35 per cent 
had $75 a month or more. 


This figure compares with the esti- 
mates by the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics. The income needed to support a 
couple at a level which provided the 
needs and services necessary to main- 
tain health and allow normal partici- 
pation in community life ranged from 
$1600 annually in New Orleans to $1900 
in Milwaukee. 


A study of hiring practices conducted 
by the United States Department of 
Employment Security stated that a ma- 
jority of employers in all fields placed 
age restrictions for women over 35 
and for men over 45 and 50. 

There does not seem to be much 
objective evidence on which to judge 

lder workers as employes. In spite 
Be widespread reluctance to hire older 
workers, nearly every study of em- 
ployer evaluations of older workers 
gives verbal evidence of satisfaction 
with their performance. The advan- 
tages listed have been greater experi- 
ence and stability, less absenteeism, 
fewer industrial accidents, greater 
stability and more conscientious work, 
and greater loyalty. The disadvantages 


generally listed are the tendency to. 


slow down and resist change, longer- 
lasting though fewer iJinesses, and in- 
ability to learn as well as younger 
people. 


Lack of Psychological Tests 


Some firms use medical examinations 
to test fitness; others use psychol 
tests; some use both. A medical ex- 
amination may detect a physical dis- 
ability at 65 which would seem to war- 
rant one’s being dropped, yet he may 
have had this oot for years. To 
eliminate this ty medical ex- 
aminations should be spaced over five 
or 10 years, and if a defect didn’t pre- 
vent a person's adequate functioning 
when he was 55 it shouldn't at 65. 
Many live with serious handicaps for 
years. 

. As yet we have no adequate psycho- 
logical tests for the older person, for 
they have been developed for younger 
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persons, and, for the most part, they 
emphasize speed. 

» Usually 65 is selected as a “normal” 
retirement age since employers feel 
that employes on the average, become 
superannuated at that time; it coincides 
with provisions of social security, re- 
tires one when young enough to be 
able to adjust himself to retirement, 
avoids higher pension costs, and gives 
opportunity for promotions. 

What are the effects of retirement— 
retirement from work rather than a 
job? Friedmann and Havighurst studied 
many groups of retired persons and 
reported their findings in “The Mean- 
ing of Work and Retirement.” They 
said that work regulates the worker's 
pattern of life activity, fixes the pat- 
terns of association, and offers a set of 
meaningful experiences. Work gives a 
sense of self-respect and recognition 
and enables one to serve others. 


Ways tb Cushion the ‘Shock’ 


When all these satisfactions are 
taken away abruptly and at a time 
when one is as capable as he ever was, 
it is especially serious. It gives some 
persons what is often called “retire- 
ment shock.” 

This is recognized and employers are 
trying to cushion it by readying em- 
ployes for it. Some begin with their 
workers in the fifties and have periodic 
interviews to discuss financial plans, 
health, activities after retirement, and 
the many other problems. 

One firm begins by tapering off em- 
ployment by giving a man the first year 
a month of unpaid vacation, the second 
year, two months, etc., until he is off 
the payroll. 

One St. Louis firm retires an execu- 


tive allowing him to take a quarter 
off with pay if he presents a plan for 
an a for that quarter that will 


have meaning in retirement. The sec- 
ond year hé may have an additional 
quarter off, and this goes on for three 
years. All the time the man's desk is 
reserved for him. 


Shift to New Activities 


Danger is hidden in leisure, said 
Alexis. Carrel, distinguished French 
scientist, in “Man the Unknown.” Here 
is his warning: 

The aging man should neither stop 
working nor retire. Inaction further 
impoverishes the content of time. 
Leisure is even more dangerous for 
the old than for the young.

Between Book Ends 


Hobo to Potentate 
AMERICAN IN THE ROUGH, ‘by W. M. Coffmana, 

Simon and Schuster, 309 pgs., $4.50.) 

Horatio Alger was a failure next to W. 
M. (Bill) Coffmann whose autobiogra- 
phy is here reviewed. If, as Bob Consi- 
dine says in a beautiful foreword, “A 
book is hard to. build as a bridge,” this 
one spans a great life and is worth re- 
constructing. 

On July 10, 1900, young Bill rode an 
empty boxcar out of Portsmouth, Vir- 
ginia and became a successful stand- 
out bum thanks to many sympathetie 
mothers. For the next ten years, home- 
less and virtually penniless, he survived 
on the lower levels of life. As a Bowery 
bum, he slept many a night in back 
alleys. As a singing waiter, he scarcely 
earned meals. As a sheepherder, he 
lived in complete isolation nearly a year. 

In 1902, dead drunk, he was pitched 
aboard the British bark Belfast and. 
shanghaied for a trip around the Horn. 
Thereafter, he hardened to life among © 
ropes and spars and 
signed on several 
sailing vessels. His 
knowledge of reef- 
ing and _  furling, 
stays'ls and t’gan- 
s’ls braces and hal- 
yards is both awe- 
some and enlight- 
ening. 

During these 
early voyages, Coff- 
mann visited a great 
many colorful cities 
the world over. In 
each, he conducted 
himself in a rowdy 
and irresponsible 
manner, eventually ending behind bars. 

The reader gains from these wild.ad-. 
ventures, however, for he is treated 
to sparkling, descriptive passages of life 
early in the century. If much of this 
deals with the world’s leading bawdy 
houses, beer gardens, pubs, and bur- 
ag palaces, it proves no less read: 
able. 

Two episodes stand out most clearly.’ 
In one, Coffmann, a green youngster, 
fascinated and agawk, wanders reck-. 
lessly amid the shoddy splendor of the 
old Bowery. In the other, he witnesses. 
the shuddering, flaming inferno that 
was San Francisco on April 18, 1906,.: 
Along the way, the author describes the 
“topless towers” and rough-house clubs 
of New York City, the glitter and sin. 
of the original Barbary Coast, the rise 
and fall of Rawhide and Searchlight, 
ghost towns. 

A decade and 200 pages later, Bill. 
Coffmann began to grow up. He 
changed from day laborer to “Swim- 
ming Professor” to director of several 
aquatic spectacles to prominent busi- 
ness man to Potentate of Islam Temple 
of the Shrine in San Francisco. Most 
impressive, he became managing direc-' 
tor of the Shrine East-West New Year's 
football classic which over thirty years 
has netted well over two million dol- 
lars for crippled children. 

Few men can claim to have traveled’ 
a road of such prodigious length as

Girt IRVING isn’t in 


the theater. strictly for 
laughs. Tragedy is more to 
his taste. 


So the husky, curly-haired 
singer-actor will desert the 
American stage next year to try 
his hand and his voice in the 
grand opera capitals of Europe. 
Musical comedy, he hopes, will 
prove to be merely a stepping 
stone to more serious stuff. 

It has, however, become an 
increasingly lucrative stepping 
stone. Irving has graduated 
from stock roles in the St. 
Louis Municipal Opera, where 
he appeared during the 1942 
season, to key comedy roles in 
some of Broadway’s frothiest 
farces. He is currently back in 
St. Louis a» Boris, the volatile 
Bulgarian sculptor, in “Can- 
Can,” the Cole Porter-Abe Bur- 
rows musical comedy hit at the 
American Theater. 


“But I must be frank with 
you,” said Irving. “You know 
why I’m in musical comedy? 
To get enough money to support 
my family and to go to Europe 
for.a try at grand opera. And 
it has to be there, not in 
America. There’s just not 
enough work for an opera singer 
in this country.” 


Despite his series of comedy 
roles, Irving's heart has been

General Notes on Snow and Ice. 


N school we were all taught 

that snow is the result of con- 

densation of water vapor in 
the sky and that ice is some- 
thing that happens when water 
gets too cold. What they didn’t 
tell us at school was what to do 
about snow and ice when it 
gets all over your house and 
walks. 


First. we'll start by saying 
that only the young and strong 
should shovel snow. This job is 
very hard on people who aren’t 
used to strenuous exercise, so 
if you are a wee bit past your 
prime and not used to heavy 
work, get someone or something 
else to do the job for you or 
take it very easy. 


Snow is easier to remove the 
minute it has fallen than after 
it has had a chance to sit 
around and pack down. Ice on 
drives and walks can be melted 
with rock salt or calcium chlo- 
ride. A garden hose connected 
to a hot water faucet is fine 
for flushing snow and ice off 
walks but don’t do it if the 
temperature is below freezing 
for ‘you'll just end up with 
more ice, 


If you rub paraffin or wax 
on the blade of your snow 
shovel you'll find that snow is 
likely to stick to it. If you can't 
get ice off walks and drives, 
scatter sand over things so that 
at least it isn’t slippery. 


Snow and ice falling off the 
roof can damage plants around 
the foundations. Ice guards on 
the roof will help to break up 
these deposits or you can put 
up a frame around the plants 
and cover it with chicken wire 
so that they will be protected 
from heavy loads dropping on 
them. If you find heavy collec- 
tions of snow and iee forming 
along the eaves of the roof, a 
heating cable can be strung the 
eave to melt the stuff before 
it backs up and starts the roof 
to leaking.

T Churchill never refer to him 

as Winnie. They leave that 
to the man in the street. To 
them he is either Sir Winston 
or “the Old Man.” 

But Winnie calls his wife 
Clemmie. And Clemmie—after 
47 years of marriage—is still 
the biggest thing that happened 
to him in his career. 

Lady Clementine Hozier 
Churchill has been called “the 
ideal spouse for a great man.” 
She abhors publicity, seldom 
gives an interview. Strangely, 
the British press—one of the 
nosiest in..the world—has al- 
ways deferred to her desire for 
privacy. 

“It’s because she is so com- 
pletely and unmistakably a 
lady,” her friend Margaret Bid- 
die explained. ‘“‘Her distinction 
is as striking as President Eis- 
enhower’s sincerity. It com- 
mands the implicit respect of 
everyone who meets her.” 

Clemmie is a warm-hearted 
and highly intelligent woman 
who has very definite ideas on 
every subject at hand. She us- 
ually is as candid as her hus- 
band but she never tries to im- 
pose her views upon others. 

With her well-groemed white 
hair, schoolgirl complexion and 
tall, slender build, Lady 
Churchill is the prototype of 
the high-born Englishwoman. 
Her face radiates good humor 
and inner peace. She dresses 
with the sort of quiet elegance 
only people with much taste or 
money can afford. 

One drawback of Clemmie’s 
unobtrusiveness is that the pub- 
lic doesn’t know much about 
her. In most eyes, she is just a 
well-preserved dowager who 
helps decorate the background 
in photos of her husband, In 
reality, she has helped decorate 
a lot of other things—his home, 
his chest, his entire life. 

“Without her I would never 
have gotten where I am,” Sir 
Winston insists. 

Lady Churchill still considers 
Winnie a sort of over-dynamic 
toddler who has ‘to be looked 
after constantly. She sees to it 
that he doesn’t drink too much, 
puts on a pullover when it’s 
cool outside, gets the eight 
hours sleep he needs at night. 
She also watches that he doesn’t 
commit any faux-pas in public. 

Some years ago, the Dutch 
sent a minister to London to be- 
stow upon Sir Winston one of 
their highest decorations, the 
Grotius medal. There was a big 
ceremony in Guild hall at which 
Churchill launched an ardent 
appeal in favor ‘of European 
unity. At the end of his speech, 
storms of applause rose from 
the audience but, when he got 
back to his seat, his wife bent 
over and whispered into his ear: 

“You forgot to thank him for 
the medal.” 

He promptly rose again and 
returned to the microphone to 
correct the slip-up.

FTER leaving No. 10 Down- 
A ine street, following his 

retirement as Prime Min- 
ister, the Churchills were at 
first without a roof in London. 
They went to their country 
home at Chartwell] and, after 
their trip to Siciliy, moved 
into the Hotel Claridge for a 
while. Last May 8, they retook 
possession of their old town 
house at 28 Hyde Park Gate, 
Kensington. 

The mansion has been com- 
pletely overhauled during their 
absence this summer. The 
plumbing has been modernized, 
television installed in several 
rooms, Sir Winston's study 
equipped with the latest dictat- 
ing devices. There now also is 
a movie room where Churchill 
likes to stage Sunday night 
shows for the family. His favor- 
ite picture remains “Lady 
Hamilton,” starring Vivian 
Leigh. He has seen it a dozen 
times. 


Lady Churchill has furnished | 


the London house with simple 
old English and French furni- 
ture, chintz curtains and sofas. 
* The walls of the living-room 
are adorned with family por- 
traits by Oswald Burley. 

But Winnie's stately homes in 
Britain no longer form the only 
settings of his life. His doctors 
have told him, “Go South, Old 
Man” and he and Clemmie are 


resolved to keep out of the 


island’s fog and rain as often 
as they can in their remaining 
years. 

They are lucky in that their 
good friend Lord Beaverbrook 
gives them the freedom of his 
“Villa Capponcina” in Southern 
France whenever they wish. 

As ‘soon as Sir Winston ar- 
rives on Cap d’Ail he becomes 
a different man. He suddenly 
acts as if he had never lived 
anywhere else. He reads the 
régional French press, includ- 
ing the Communist daily, and 
checks on the price of a bunch 
df roses or a pound of grapes. 

He studies >the local road 
building budget and the min- 
utes of municipal council meet- 
ings. “After all,” he says, “I 
am an honorary citizen of the 
place.” 

His interest in neighborhood 
events even extends to crimes 
in the country. Recently the 
Mohaco police chief was flab- 
bergasted when the phone rang 
and a voice on the other end 
said: 

“This is Winston Churchill. 
I believe I hold a man who 
might be involved in the mur- 
der of Janet Marshall.” (Jan 
Marshall was a British girl tour- 
ist who was found murdered 
near Niors). “Will you please 
come over and fetch the fel- 
low?” 

The suspect, a certain Dennis 
Heaton, was a stoker on the 
yacht “Aronia” which friends 
had put at Sir Winston’s dis- 
posal during his stay. The man 
had bragged that he had met 
Miss Marshall 48 hours before 
her death.

N the end, he was able to 
| furnish an alibi, but Winston 

had his fun at playing de- 
tective. 

His favorite pastime on the 
Riviera is to putter about the 
garden dressed much like a 
French wine grower, in blue 
dungarees, short sleeves and a 
wide-brimmed yellow straw hat. 
After strolling down to the sea, 
he uses a small Simca car to 
get back to the house without 
fatigue. 

One morning he was stopped 
by a letter carrier who asked 
him for Sir Winston Churchill. 

“C’est moi’,” he said in his 
best French, but the postman 
flatly refused to give the mail 
to this dubious -looking char- 
acter. 

He was differently assessed 
when he went to dine with his 
wife and daughter in Monte 
Carlo's Hotel de Paris or at the 
Reserve de Beaulieu, the swank- 


jest inn on the coast. Every 
time the Churchills entered 
these places, all the other 


diners would jump up from 
their seats and acclaim Sir Win- 
ston while the band played “For 
He’s a Jolly Good Fellow.” 

But he prefers spending his 
evenings quietly in the immense 
salon of “La Capponcina.”’ Some- 
times neighbors come to chat 
with him. Such as Sir Somerset 
Maugham from nearby Cap Fer- 
rat, Sir Alexander Korda from 
St. Paul de Vence. Sometimes 
he plays bezique with his folks, 
a game which resembles pi- 
no ale but uses 64 cards. He 
always plays for money, vary- 
ing his stakes from 50 cents to 
$1.50, depending on his oppo- 
nents. 

There also are balmy nights 
when he just likes to wander 
through the brightly lit house, 
smelling the perfume of the 
flowers, listening to records or 
picking up some good biography 
in the library. 

Then he will sit down in one 
of the soft yellow chairs to read, 
while Clemmie next to hini is 
knitting something for the third 
generation. And from time to 
time he must look up, glance 
over his glasses at her calm 
face and remember his own dic- 
tum: 

“What can be more glorious 
than being united in one’s way 
through life with a being in- 
capable of an ignoble thought?” 

Sir Winston has always been 
a family man. But since his 
retirement, with the pressure of 
office gone, he demands to see 
more of his offspring than ever. 
Lady Clementine arranges for 
them to join him by turns, so 
that this father of four and 
grandpa of nine is now rarely 
without the company of chil- 
dren and grandchildren. 

The Churchills love all their 
children, of course, but they 
feel closest to their youngest 
daughter, Mary, and hus- 
band Christopher Soames, who 
live on the Chartwell grounds. 


Mary has achieved what comes 
nearest to her parents’ idea ot 
Success; she is happily married 
and has four children, two sons 
and two daughters, who are the 
Old Man’s joy. 

Her husband, a product of 
Eton College and the Cold- 
stream Guards, served as mili- 
tary attache in Paris after the 
war. He later became Church- 
ill’s secretary in the House of 
Commons. At 34, he has won 
Winnie’s esteein and Anthony 
Eden's friendship. As he is an 
ogre for work, they predict a 
bright future for him. 

Next in Sir Winston’s affec- 
tions is Sarah, the most brilliant 
and beautiful of his children. 


As she and her husband Tony 
Beauchamp, the magazine pho- 
tographer, now spend most of 
their time in the United States, 
the Old Man can seldom see 
her, so it gave him a big lift 
when she came to join him on 
the French Riviera this summer. 

He also maintains cordial re- 
lations with the Duncan Sandys 
(his daughter Diana) and is par- 
ticularly fond of their sandy- 
haired young boy. But he 
seems to pin his highest hopes 
on Winston Jr., the 15-year-old 
son of Randolph and Pamela 
Churchill. The boy lives with 
his mother since the couple was 
divorced in 1947. 

Young Winston {fs not only 
his grandfather’s “spitting im- 
age’”’ but already talks and walks 
like him. Churchill believes 
that by the laws of heredity 
which frequently skip one gene- 
ration, he will add fresh luster 
to the great name he bears. 

The range of Sir Winston’s 
attachments extends far beyond 
his family circle. Feeling close 
to all God’s creatures, he has 
turned his estate into a veri- 
table animal farm, and many 
friends take this Walt Disney 
trait of his character as proof 
of his true genius. 

When he left No. 10 Downing 
Street to drive off into history

were surprised and touched by 
the two companions he had with 
him: his poodle Rufus II (Rufus

There also were four 
large tanks filled with 120 rare 
exotic fish, including Siamese 
sword fish. 

Out in his sties, Sir Winston’s 
stockmen are raising a fine 
breed of Landrace pigs, which 
not only help lower his food 
bills but are a highly profitable 
investment. The other week, one 
of Winnie’s sows had nine pig- 
lets which he could have easily 
sold at $500 apiece for breeding 
purposes after pedigree regis- 
tration. With prices rising, the 
experts have calculated, he could 
make a $45,000 profit on his 
pigs whenever he wanted. 

In another corner of the es- 
tate lives his young lion “Rota 
11.” Although Churchill is not 
superstitious, he was deeply in- 
terested when, shortly after his 
resignation, his veteran lion 
Rota had to be put to death in 
the London Zoo because of ill- 
ness and old age. 


When the International Asso- 
ciation of Lion Clubs learned of 
his chagrin, it offered him a 
new cub right away. He is now 
coddling Rota II as if the beast 
were a symbol of his own eter- 
nal youth. 

Sir Winston's favorite animals 
are, of course, his race horses. 
One of the first things he did 
after his return to private life 
was to acquire the 42-acre New- 
chapel stud farm near Linfield, 
Surrey, from whisky millionaire 
J. A. Dewar, The price of the 
purchase was not disclosed. 

A couple of weeks later, he 
bought the mare, Turkish 
Blood, for the new farm. The 
ll-year-old bay, he proudly an- 
nounced, was an Irish horse 
bred by Turkham out of Rusk 
who could trace her ancestry 
back to the Derby-winning 
thoroughbred, Pretty Polly. If 
the mare lives up to his

Just recently 
at The Curragh, his filly Dark 
Issue won the Irish 1000-guinea 
race, beating Aly Khan's 
Martime by half a_ length. 
Churchill, who bet heavily on 
his horse, collected 6 to 1 odds. 

Stimulated by these suc- 
eesses, he takes a_ constant 
active interest in his stables. 
He confers with his trainer, 
Capt. David Rogers, at least 
twice a month. His broker, the

g T is distressing to read that 
| tne Russian leaders, while ad- 

dressing Parliament in In- 
dia, took the opportunity to 
assail the West and its 0- 
posals. for disarmament. is 
will not make for good feeling 
in Western countries or for any 
greater understanding between 
the West and the countries of 
Asia.

But there are 
better ways of coming together 
and gaining an understanding 
than by going to an Asiatic na- 
tion and making a speech to 
their Parliament along the lines 
that were followed by the two 
top Soviet leaders in India. 
Sometimes I wish that these 
speeches could all be made with 
the top people gathered togeth- 
er in the U.N. so that each 
point can be answered as it is
